If the escape oſ 
the at the stop-cock be properly regulated, the 
whole of it eniers into combustion, and the products 
pass off in a state of vapor. On the principle of econ- 
omy, therefore, as well as of comfort and cleanliness, 
it is desirable to attend to this particular. An acci- 
dental escape of gas,whether it arise from a fraetured 
service-pipe, an imperfect joint, or a stop-cock care- 
lessly lef, open, can searcely pass unnoticed for many 
minutes, excepting it be in a celler or closet from 
which fresh air is carefully excluded. If the escape 
occur in a reom which is ever so imperfectly venti- 
lated, either by a window, a grating, or a — 
some time will ehpse before the air becomes su 
tienly vitiated by the gas to render the mixture ex- 
plosive. Whenever an escape is indicated by a strong 
smell of gas in any part of the house,the first thing that 
should be done is to open the door and windows,so as 
te pass a current of air through all the suspected apart- 
ments. The main-eock should be turned off as speedi- 
ly as ible ; but if it be in a cellar or other confined 
situation, on no account should it be approached with 
a candle or lamp, nor indeed with flame of any kind. 
An a measure of prudence, it would be advisable, un- 
der the peculiar circumstances we have described ,not 
to take a light into any part of the house until it has 
been well ventilated. It is best to be on the safe side 
and to be too careful rather than too negligent.—

THE CASE OF MR CLOUGH, AND HON 

JUDGE THATCHER’S LAW IN THE CASE. 
The Municipal Court in this city was established 
upwards of thirty years ago; and, under the Judges 
who have preceded the present incumbent, the trials 
of persons accused were conducted, and justice ad- 
ministered, according to the established laws of the 
land, which long and uninterrupted usage had made 
familiar to the citizens, at the same time that it had 
kept alive, if it did augment their attachment to them. 
On the late trial, Mr Clough, for some cause or oth- 
er, claimed to be tried in a different mode from any 
other accused person who has before been brought to 
the bar of that Court. An entirely novel course was 
adopted by the Judge in settling the qualifications of 





man called to the stand, the Hon Daniel Sargent,was 
objected to by Mr Clough’s attorney, who, as 1 am 
informed, had practised law in another State, and had 
not been conversant with our Massachusetts laws.— 
His objection was, that he had understood Mr Sar- 
gent was a Free mason, and was therefore under an 
influence or bias which might be presumed to sway 
his judgment ; he did not object to Mr Sargent indi- 
vidually (for he expressed great respect for that gen- 
tleman, whom every citizen reepects)—but the objec- 
tion went to this extent—that any Free mason would 
be liable to be influenced by that circumstance and 
could not act with impartiality. 

Now admitting, for the sake of argument, that this 
was a valid objection—which, however, I totally de- 
ny—what course was te be taken to examine the mat- 
ter? Our State law on this head is quite clear, and 
leaves no room to doybt. It says that the Court shall 
“ put any juror upon oath, whether he is any way re- 
“ lated to either party, or hath formed or given any 
‘opinion, or ie sensible of any particular interest or 
“‘ prejudice in the cause.” The law then goes on to 
provide, that if upon such examination “ it shall ap- 
‘6 pear to te Court, that such juror does not stand in- 
“ different in the cause, another juror shall be called 
‘‘ or returned, and be placed for the trial of that cause 
6 in his stead.” 

Here we see a plain mode pointed out of settling 
this question, and a method which is uniformly adopt- 
ed by all the other Courts in the State ; the inquiry 
is to be made by the Judge ; and there is no authority 
for him, if so disposed, to shift off the responsibility 
upon any other persons. 

I ask, then, why this plain and obvious course, 
pointed out by our laws, was not followed og Mr 
Clough’s trial, as it bas been before in all other cases 
in that Coart, and the Court of Common Pleas, and 
the Supreme Court? It seems that Mr Clough is an 
anti-mason ; and his attorney, who, as J have before 
observed, was bred to the Jaw in another State, re- 
quested the Judge to take the novel course which is 
well known to the public; the Judge, from what mo- 
tive I know not,complied withthe request , departed 
from the established rules of oar own laws and adopt- 
ed the practice of another State, on the request of the 
party accused. Persons, who are not more familia, 
with this new proceeding than myself, may need a 
short explanation of it, which I am able to give upon 
the evidence of persons present. 

After the objection to Mr Sargent was made, Mr 
Clough’s attorney requested to have the matter deter-

jurymen who were to try the case. The first jury- 


by law to appoint triors, and if it had, that attorneys 
lof the Courts could not be chosen for that purpose ; 
‘and he requested to be heard upon that point, as a 
question of law. But the judge refused to hear any 
argument upon it, and peremptorily ordered the triors 
to take their seats and proceed to their business. 1 
believe this is the first instance where such a request 
has been denied. 

Another extraordinary part of this extraordinary 
proceeding was this. The judge, upon calling on 
the triors in the first instance, put this singular ques- 
tion—Are you a freemason ?"" Now I would ask by 
what authority this question was put? Js there any 
rule of law which warrants it? There is not. Mr 
Clough had no more right to demand anti-masons, 
than Mr Sargent would have had to choose masons 
for triors. In the political prosecutions of the hottest 
party times, what judge ever permitted, or what por- 
son accused ever claimed to challenge a juryman, be- 
cause he wes of opposite politics and therefore might 
be undera bias? Or in religious controversies, who 
ever imagined, that the orthodoxy or hetrodoxy of a 
\juryman was a good ground of objection to him? No 
—the principle sanctioned in the present case is of 
most alarming tendency; and if not checked in the 
outset, will lead to the most pernicious consequences ; 
a Jackson man will have a right to object to being 
tried by National Republican jurymen ; a Federalist, 
by either of them; and, with equal reason, a member 
of the Old South, by jurymen from:'Judge Thacher's 
Society in Brattle street.

THE STEAMER NEW ENGLAND. 

The public indignation, at the gross negligence 
of those who had the conducting of the steamer 
New England at the time of her deplorable disas- 
ter, though universally felt, has not yet pointed to 
the most effective measures to be adopted in the 
case. The attorney General of Connecticut, we 
think, should immediately lay the circumstances 
\befure the Grand Jury of the county where the 
‘explosion and the numerous deaths occurred, with 
a view to a criminal indictment of the responsible 
‘agents. 

There is no S5ubt of the facts, Ist. that on her 
way from New York to Connecticut river, the 
New England ran a race against the steamer Bos- 
ton, then on her passage to Rhode Island, in which 
the latter boat finally was successful. The New- 
England was pushed to her utmost speed and con- 
sequently her steam was raised as high as possi- 
ble. 2d. When she stopped at Sapbrook landing 
says one account, no steam was blown off, as is 
customary. Some difficulty occurred in starting 
the boat and she was compelled to anchor to prevent 
drifting ashore. Here she remained for twenty 
minutes, during which time the pilot felt alarmed. 
He went down and found that there was “ quite 
too much steam on,” that the dampers were not up, 
and that once afterwards he went down and found 
matters in nearly the same situation. This an- 
chorage is six miles below the scene of the explo- 
sion, and half an hour more must have elapsed be- 
tween her weighing anchor and her arrival at 
Essex. 
3d. Whilst she was stopping to land her passen- 
gers in Essex, at about 3 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning, both boilers exploded at the same instant. 
By this horrible catastrophe, numerous lives were 
lost, many more were put in jeopardy, and a large 
‘amount of property was destroyed. We do net 
‘enlarge upon these particulars. But let us inquire 














whether the cause was not the enormous pressure 
of the steam, arising from gross negligence? No 
steam had yet been let off except the natural es- 
cape of it during the passage from Saybrook to 
|Essex. None was blown off at Essex. The as- 
sistant engineer who had left his post but a short 
time before the accident says “ the guage rod wus 
up to the deck, and the story is confirmed by the men 
who were in the fire room at the time.’ Mr. Mar- 
shall, the engineer, declares positively however 
that there was not more than eight inches of steam 
on at the time. But the strength of the explosion 
which threw overboard boilers at once so that 
nothing remained of one but the fronts and flues, 
is a complete refutation of this assertion, to say 
nothing of the evidence of the pilot, assistant en- 
gineer and fireman. The shattered state of the 
boilers also proves there was no deficiency of wa- 
ter in the boiler. It was nota collapse but a burst- 
ing. 

Steam boats it is weil known may be rendered 
perfectly safe by giving strength to the boilers, 
and by providing safety valves, both against burst- 
ing and atmospheric pressure. All increase of 
steam beyond what an engine is calculated to bear, 
caused by the act of the engincer or the Captain of 
the boat, amounts to criminality. Ignorance is no 
excuse, nor’ gross negligence, nor carelessness for 
the commission of crime—much less should any 
such excuse be admitted in favor of the captain 
or engineer of a boat conducted altogether upon 
known principles of science. 

We have no knowledge whether the Legislature 
of Connecticut has passed a law regulating the 
subject of steam boat explosions or racing. But 
we conceive the common law principles, are recog- 
nized by their courts; and a criminal act commenc- 
ed in Long Island Sound within the jurisdiction of 
New York, and completed within the hmits of 
Connecticut, might render the perpetrator liable 
to be punished in either state. In Connecticut, 
we believe, a grand Juror of a county may cause 
the parties charged by him with criminal offences, 
to be examined before a Justice of the peace, who 
may hold them to answer to the next court having 
jurisdiction. If murder or manslaughter be com- 
mitted within the Sound on the Connecticut side 
lof the line, the offenders may be bound over to

The punishment for this offence is imprisonment, 
not exceeding four years in the State prison. 

It is useless to speculate upon what Congress 
may see fit to do in similar cases hereafter. In 
the instance before us, we think the jurisdiction of 
the offence lies between the States of Connecticut 


and New York. 


TRIAL OF A JUROR. 
We publish some remarks by Ove or THE Pro- 
pLE, whom though we should suppose him to be 
“no lawyer by profession, yet that he is possessed 
of as much knowledge as an American citizen 
* ought to have in the laws of his country.” He 
reasons with much force against the course lately 
adopted by Judge Tuatcuen, in impannelling the 
Jury, for the trial of Mr. Clough, as being un- 
known to the practice of our courts from time im- 
memorial, and repugnant to our standing laws.— 
We think with him that the Hon. Judge was prob- 
ably mistaken. Jurors, when they are regularly 
drawn according to the statute, can only be dis- 
qualified from serving on a trial, when they come 
within the exceptions pointed out by the laws ;— 
and he whose rights are not thus affected, we 
conceive, cannot be disqualified by any other mode, 
without infringing upon those rights legally secur- 
ed to him. He cannot be tried, we contend, ex- 
cept by the court, whether he stand indifferent or 
not. But the allegation against Mr. Sargent, was, 
that being a free mason he must have a bias against 





admitted, could not have disqualified him from 
serving ; and yet the Judge appointed “ Triors” to 
determine a fact, which, whether proved or dis- 
proved, could have led to no legal result, affecting 
the competency of the Juror to be impannelled.

hope will be prolonged for several days. The 
young men of the city have proposed to form a 
cavalcade to escort him into the city. 

{n New York extensive accommodations were 
provided vy the committee of arrangements. In 
the City Hall the Mayor introduced him to a num- 
ber of distinguished gentlemen and during the 
day several thousand citizens were presented by 
the committee in attendance. Several committces 
and public bodies waited upon him to pay their re- 
spects. He visited the Mercantile Library, under 
the Directors’ room, made an appropriate reply in 
“his usual happy manner” to an address delivered 
to him on the part of the association. An oration 
on the subject of American manufactures, which 
are so largely indebted to his legislative exertions 
for their present prosperous condition, was pro- 
nounced by Mr. Kennedy of Baltimore, (author of 
the beautiful tale of the Swallow’s Barn.)

In the mean time, Macraise, and 
his innocent associate Scrummage,discovering that 
a reward has been offered for the apprehension of 
the former, for breaking into a farm house—and 
suspecting every bush to be an officer, are driven 
as a last resort to conceal themselves in a tomb.— 
Here Scrummage, compelled by the pistol of Mac- 
raise, writes a full confession ofthe circumstances 
attending the murder of Mr Hayes—which the 
murderer requires Scrummage to sign.
